thair indirect profits it would be idle to 
speculate. One Reynold*, a spy of very 
secondary importance, received on 
March 4, 1799, a gum of £3,000 from the 
secret service money, and was further 
gratified with a secret pension of some 
hundreds a year. He afterward ob¬ 
tained the office of British postmaster 
at Liaborj, the emoluments of which 
amounted during his four years of serv¬ 
ice to nearly £6,000. He was subse¬ 
quently appointed to more than one 
well paid consulship, and at length, re¬ 
tiring in middle life from the public 
terries of his country, he choee Paris as 
his final place of abode, and enjoyed his 
pension to the day of his death, having 
drawn from the exchequer of a hated 
government not less in all than £45,000. 

Armstrong is said to have received 
close on £80,000 for his information; and 
Hagan, who took up the business as a 
needy barrister, left over £14,000 to his 
sister. Higgins, who was not even an 
informer at first hand, but a species of 
information agent or spy keeper, began 
life as a pauper and a “sham squire,” 
and af text many years of free and easy 
living in Dnblin, maintaining a reputa¬ 
tion for that liberal hospitality so neces¬ 
sary to h i success in his profession, died 
worth no less than £40,000. Very few 
were the real squires or peers of Ireland 
for the matter of that who left so con¬ 
siderable a sum of money behind them 
in the early days of the present century.

In about two weeks the P. R. R. Co. 
will hsvo running on Its road between 
New York and Philadelphia the largest 
and (it Is expected) the fastest engine in 
the world, now being completed at their 
Altoona shops. It will be No. 1515, a 
compound one, with the largest boiler 
and cylinder (for a locomotive) ever 
built. • Its drivers will be seven feet in 
diameter, and the base of the boiler six 
and a half feet above the ground. It is 
expected to make the distance between 
the two great cities (niuety miles) in 
ninety minutes. 


A Crooked Railway. 

There are few more interesting en¬ 
gineering achievements than the little 
narrow gauge railroad running to Cara¬ 
cas, the capital of Venexnela, from its 
seaport, La Guayra. The distance be¬ 
tween the two cities, as the crow flies, 
•opposing for the moment that he could 
fly through the mountains, is only si* 
miles, but the railway connecting them 
is twenty-three miles in length, and con¬ 
sequently twists and turns on itself. 
The road runs in xigzag fashion up the 
mountain to an altitude of about 5,0*10 
feet above its starting point and then de¬ 
scends some 1,500 feet in the same man¬ 
lier into the valley of Caracas. . 

Twenty-two thousand rails were used 
in laying the track, and of these over 
18,000 are bent. It is jestingly said that 
the engineer almost died of a broken 
heart because he could invent no excuse 
for bending the remaining 4,000. He 
did his best, however, and no one who 
has to ride over the line and find him¬ 
self shaken at every one of the 346 sharp 
twists which the track makes will find 
it in his heart to condemn the poor man 
for not making a perfect job. Two pas- 
Kiiger traniH pass over the road daily, 
leaving La Guayra at 8:90 in the morn¬ 
ing and at 8:30 in the afternoon, making 
the jonrney in two hours and a half 
This is m speed, exclusive of stops, of 
not quite ten miles an hour.—Pearson’s 
Weekly, _

The in *c successful beast tamers are 
generally sin all, wiry fellows, with plen- 
v'of nerve and a good stock of trade ae 
creta, derived from the cloee study of 
wild animals. In the latter respect sav¬ 
ages, with their outdoor mode of life, 
have a considerable advantage over their 
civilised rivals. In the Chilean Andes 
the naturalist Tschudi made the ac¬ 
quaintance of a creole fanner who con¬ 
fessed that he had experimented for sev¬ 
eral years before he succeeded in cap¬ 
turing a live alpaca. 

He had imitated the traps of the In¬ 
dians, their method of tixiug them in 
the sand • of the river bauks. their pre¬ 
caution in obliterating the traces of their 
footsteps, but all in vain till an Indian 
renegade revealed the secret—namely, 
that the alpacas select their dhukiug 
places where there is an audible ripple 
in the current of the river, perhaps for 
the same reason that cows prefer a 
brook to a pond and a running spring to 
s sluggish creek.
